BOMBAY, India, Jan. 11.—Over half 


the populdtion of tho city, estimated at 
about 000,000, has fled from the plague. 
Ths docks, streets and bazaars are de- 
| serted and unrecognizable. Business is at 
a standstill. The money lenders have 
vanished, the courts are deserted by the 
judges and officials have gone to a health- 
ier clime. 


Encamped In Suburbs. 


Many of the native doctors and college 


graduates have fle3, and those remaining 
refuse to attend tbe plague coses, or when 
tbey do attend do not touch tlie bod'es 
of tbe sufferei-s for 
f'.-ar Of contagioo. 


The people are mostly living in suburban 
stations in thatched huts. It is estimated 
that 800,000 persons have encamped at 
Andherdl from whence they will eoon be 
forced to migrate on account of lack of 
water and the bad sanitation, which 
threaten to breed cholera. The ceme- 
teries and filled to overflowing,

The wind is spreading the contagion. 


The nights ore hideous with the sounds of 
cymbals and melancholy dirges. Often 
difficulty ia experienced in burying the 
dead, tbe friends and relatives refusing to 
carry the corpses 
In some instances

number of plague corpses remain in tower 
of Farsee burial place, at least those which 
have not beeu oaten by the vultures in- 
habiting the place. Corpses are found iu 
the streets.

The fact that two of the i ally papers of 
the state hay« recently a' andoued their 
former position on the 1 qaor question 
»ud have declare'i for high license ahouKl 
cause the friends of the pr sent prohibit- 
ory law some concern. Fo -tnerly the Rat* 
la nd Herald was tho only Vermont daily 
that favored a license law but within a 
short time the Herald haa >eea joined by 
two of tUe other three of ^ ei mom's daily 
papers, the St. Albans Met sender and the 
Burlington News. These three journals 
are engaged ia an active tartars on t tit- 
law, ou tbe ground that i. will not be, 
And cannot be gerernlly e i forced. 
They claim that public sentiment will 


not uphold a vigorous ent< rcement of the 
Jaw throughout the sUu«, t.nat without a 
general demand for its ei forcemeat the 
prosecuting officers will lot attempt to 
carry oat Ita provisions and that, there- 
fore," it should ba replaced by a license 
law. 


The Banner next, quotes from alettor of 


ex-Governor 
Stewart's, the point of 


which ia that unless the ] eople generally 
bring complaint of violati JQ of the liquor 
laws and ur*e legal proaec ution, the offi- 
cers of the law will not praseoute. for it ia 
not the state's business to be a spy. The 
Banner then 
very rigjitly givea this 


opinion; 


All of the above would indicate that if 
the iriends of the present Vermont liquor 
law desire to prevent it from filling into 
general disrepute, they should profit by 
these warnings. Baoh session of legisla- 
ture adds to the strength of the law, but 
the new provisions aeem ' o, fall as flat, as 
far as the cities or the larger towns of the 
state are concerned, asdc ttioso of preced- 
ing legislatures, and in a arge number of 
places itt Vermont free ~uin practically 
prevails. 


We believe that in the itate as a whole, 
there ia far leu liquor lelling Indulged 
In than 
would be tL e case 
under 
a llnense law; and \ /e nope that 
the Una* will come when, through an 
arooved public sentiment, the prohibitory 
law Willie enforced to a degree that will 
limit toe selling in the lirger plaoeetoa 
greater extent than would be tbe cat* 
under a license law. Tula much however, 
can be said; if those whc are continually 
clamoring tor a more stringent law o;i the 
subject of liquor Mlllnz, do not devote 
more attention to Mooring the enforce- 
ment of the liquor la* already on the 
statute book*, there iray come a time 
when there will occur widespread reac- 
tion against the principle of prohibiting 
toe sale of liquor.
